Gorde Hunter is no doubt genuine in ex- 
pressing his abhorance to predjudice 
and discrimination between persons. Un- 
fortunately however in his editorial on 
Brotherhood (Colonist Feb. 22) he jis 
guilty of feeding the ignorance that gi- 
ves rise to euch predjudice. He refers 
to Jews as a race. Historically the 
term Jew refers to the numerous Semitic 
tribes dwelling in the eastern Mediter- 
ranean area before 1300 B.C. who united 
and accepted Yaneweh as their deity. 

It is diffioult to imagine a valid in- 
terpretation that could have thus dee- 
med them a race. Sven so, in the tine

DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES 


The Companion Parties of Socialism hold: 

« __That socivty as at present constituted is based upon the ownership of the means 
of ring (i.e., land, factories, railways, etc.) by the capitalist or master class, 
acd the consequent enslavement of the working class, by whose labor alone wealth 


is produced.

i« _That this antagonism can be abclished only by the emancipation of the working 
class from the domination of the master class, by the conversion ‘nto the cam- 

mon property of society of the means of production and distribution, and their ¢cemo- 

er2tic control by the whole people. 

4 That as in the order of social evolution the work:ng ciass is the last class to 
x hieve its freedom, the emancipation of the working class will involve the 

emancipation of ali mankind, without distinction of race or sex. 

€¢ __ That this emancipation must be the work of the working class itself. 

That as the machinery of government, including the crmed forces of the nation, 

exists cnly to conserve the monopoly by the capitalist class of the wealth taken 

from the workers, the working class must organize conss‘cusly and politically for the 

conquest of the powers of government, in order that t:.ic machinery, inchding these 

forces, nay be converted from an instrument of oppressian into the agent of emancipa- 

tion and overthrow of plutocratic privilege. 

That as political parties are but the expressici of class interests, and as the 

inverest of the working class is diametrically cpprsec to the interest of all 

sections of the master class, the party seeking worki2@ clas; emancipation must be 

, Dostile to every other party.
